When anyone is told by his 
doctor, that he has tuberculosis 
that person and his friends nat- 
urally wonder where he got 
the disease, We should all 
know where tuberculosis come? 
from because when we know 
the source of a disease and its 
manner of spread, we should 
be able to control that disease 
to a considerable extent, 

The cause of tuberculosis is 
a germ known as tuberclé baci- 
llus. Tuberculosis cannot occur 
unless this germ is present, 
There are conditions such as, 
overcrowding. which favour 
h espread of the germ from 
the sick to the well. There are 
conditions of the body, such as 
overwork and fatigue, which 
give the germ a better chance 
to cause disease. 

None of the conditions which 
favour the germ can in them- 
selves cause the disease, the 
germ is the one and only cause 
This leads us then to consider 
Where the germ comes from 
and how it is spread, 

The tubercle bacillus does not 
as far as we know, live in nat- 
ure outside of the human or 
animal body. This means that 
the germs come from human 
beings or animals suffering 
from tuberculosis, The trans- 
fer must be fairly direct because

But 
the trucks today are playing 
hayoe with the railways and 
although we do not see what 
the outcome will be yet we feel 
no deep concern, This old world 
has made it diurnal revolutions 
pretty regular for the past mil- 
leniums and _ its inhaditants 
have more reason than any 
generation which preceded us 
to believe that satisfactory ad- 
justments have beén made,

Most cases of human tuber- 
culosis get the disease from 
other tuberculosis humans. 
Tremendous numbers of germs 
leave the body in the sputum 
of those suffering from active 
tuberculosis, It is the transfer 
of this sputum, laden with the 
germs of tuberculosis, which 
accounts for the spread of the 
disease,
